THE REWARD OF FAITH. 
The little village of Cana in Galilee was in a statd of 
mild excitement 
Jesus of Nazareth was there again.Many of 
the citizens had partaken of the wine at the wedding feast 
the previous year when he began his long list of miracles by 
turning water into wine. 
This no doubt had aroused much 
interest and wonder at the time, but even more than this 
returning worshipers from Jerusalem had brought back tid­ 
ings of the events that had transpired in Judea. Doubtless all 
had heard of the cleansing of the temple, his encounters with 
the leaders of. the church and of miracles performed as he 
taught the multitudes that gathered and hung on his words. 
Knowing that he had attained popularity in another country 
the people were delighted to have him with them again. 
Nor was Cana the only place where his fame had pre­ 
ceded him. 
Twenty miles away at Capernaum his return was 
heralded and eventually it was told to a nobleman, a govern­ 
ment officer under Herod. Doubtless some friends carried the 
word to the nobleman and possibly urged that he see Jesus 
at once for he was in deep trouble. 
His son was very ill and 
all the skill that money could employ was baffled. 
There 
was but one chance left and that was to appeal to Jesus. He 
had relieved others so perhaps he would hear the father’s 
plea for his son. 
At all events the father hastened to Cana and besought 
the aid of him who showed mercy to all who asked it in faith. 
That he was a man high in authority made no difference. 
Jesus did not hasten at once.to grant the prayer. 
It was only 
when the father showed his sincerity and Jus abiding faith in 
the power of Jesus to save his son that he acted. By way of 
putting his faith to a final test he told the anxious father to 
go home; that his son would live. 
The father had besought 
Jesus to go with him, and had there been a lingering doubt 
in his mind he would have insisted that the healer accompany 
him, but he proved that he believed the word of Jesus was 
potent even at a distance and without further question started 
on his return journey. 
This was at one o’clock in the afternoon. 
He might have 
reached home by dark had he hastened, but feeling secure 
in the promise that had been given him he traveled leisurely 
and did not reach home until next day. 
Before he arrived 
he was met by a servant with the joyful news that the boy 
was well. 
Inquiry brought out the fact that his recovery 
began at the very hour that Jesus had spoken the word. 
Gratitude is a ihre virtue in the human makeup. Jesus 
felt the sting of ingratitude frequently im his life and no doubt 
some who shouted to Pilate to crucify him had themselves 
been healed of infirmities or received other benefits at his 
hands. 
However, it was not so in this case of the nobleman, 
for we are told that he and his entire household became 
believers. 
No doubt Jesus often partook of his hospitality 
when in Capernaum. 
While it is possible that the father made his appeal a? 
soon as he heard that Jesus was near at hand, but it is move 
likely that he did not set out on his journey until convinced 
‘hat this was his last and only hope. 
It is human nature to 
forget God and his benefits until in dire straits and all other 
friends have either forsaken one or else are powerless to help. 
When a man is prosperous and in good health he feels suf­ 
ficed unto himself, but when disaster overtakes him he is 
quick to turn to the Friend who never fails. 
Indeed, it is 
probable that misfortunes are sometimes sent on one to bring 
him to a realization of his true status and back to a proper 
•date of. humility and faith. 
Had not the son of the nobleman 
been stricken down it is probable that none of the family 
would have believed and all would have been lost.

have given little thought to the teachings of Jesus when he 
appeared in their city sourrounded by a multitude of the 
’ommon people who were the first to hear hiti and believe 
his words.

nucleus for the resort, it ought to 
pay from the beginning. Then as the 
fame of the water spreads, it ought 
to soon rival the greatest watering 
places in the country.

Many point out that the greatest 
trouble with the Oklahoma resorts 
is that they are not adapted to win­ 
ter use. With the warm water, the 
resort here would be available in 
both summer and winter. 
Many of the citizens of this sec­ 
tion are elated over the prospect 
of a health resort at the doors/ of 
the city. With good roads coming, 
they 
believe that within a short 
time the waters produced from deep 
wells here will be considered as use­ 
ful and will be as well attended as 
any of the wells and springs now in 
use.

The designation of Ada as a fed­ 
eral court town will give Ada the 
benefit of a federal payroll of more 
than $100,000 it is conservatively 
estimated. 
While a check of receipts for fed­ 
eral income tax is out of the ques­ 
tion, Ada may fee! that she is re­ 
ceiving a fair return from the gov­ 
ernment when less fortunate cities 
in Oklahoma are taken into consid­ 
eration. 
The entire payroll spent by Uncle 
Sam in the city of Ada is a distinct 
profit to the city upkeep since sal­ 
ary and expense payrolls are spent 
almost entirely within the city lim­ 
its and spent by Ada people who 
receive toll from the government.

NBW YORK, Sept. 6.— Luis An­ 
gel Firpo, who meets Harry WUU 
at Boyle’s Thirty Acres September 
l l , remains the enigma of the prise 
ring although he is a veteran of 32 
battles during the five years of his 
career. 
When the giant Argentine enters 
the ring to fight, Wills for the right 
to challenge Jack Dempsey for the 
heavyweight championship of 
the 
world, his course of action will be 
hidden behind an inscrutable mask. 
His chances of victory will rest up­ 
on the use he makes of a tremend­ 
ous right hand and powerful body. 
Violating orthodox 
methods 
of 
training, ignoring ring technique and 
scorning 
scientific 
boxing, 
Firpo, 
once a stevedore on the docks at 
Buenos Aires, employed the element­ 
al equipment of a fighting heart, a 
rugged body and a powerful right 
hand, to battle 
his 
way 
through 
waves of criticism and knock the 
marvel of modern heavyweight cham 
pions—-Dempsey— out of a ring a 
year ago. 


A rugged body motivated by a 
single-track mind, a stubborn will 
and fearless courage, earned for Fir­ 
po the name of “Wild Bull of the 
Pampas” during his rise to fame 
which constitutes one of the pictures 
que romances of the prize ring. 
Born October 29, 1895, in Argen­ 
tina, of an Italian father and a Span­ 
ish mother, Luis grew up as a boot- 
black, an odd job man and graduat­ 
ed to the manly occupation of steve­ 
dore. Labor was irksome— observers 
claim that Luis still shirks heavy 
work during his training periods— 
and in 1917, two months after he 
witnessed his first prize fight. Firpo 
entered the ring and was knocked 
out In the first round by Angel Rod­ 
riguez, now retired. 
The setback only angered the fu­ 
ture Wild Bull who bowled over a 
score of amateurs before his first 
professional fight

Firpo was met by no bands or 
public acclaim when he first arriv­ 
ed here. Landing unostentatiously, 
he trained in -cellars, fought off 
hunger but never thought of aban­ 
doning the career which he ‘had 
chosen. When an opening came he 
knocked out Sailor Maxted. Italian 
Jack Herman and Joe McCann be­ 
fore returning to Argentina, where 
he won his first big purse in beat­ 
ing Jim Tracy, an Australian. 
Since that time Firpo has been 
in the public eye. He came to this 


country early in 1923 and knocked 
out Bill Brennan, Jack 
M cAuliffe 
and halted a come-back by Jess Wil­ 
lard, Before each fight his equip­ 
ment was ridiculed, and it was free­ 
ly predicted that Dempsey would 
easily conquer the crude workman 
from Argentina. But the Champion 
was knocked down twice and hurled 
out of the ring before he beat the 
Wild Bull to the canvas for the sev­ 
enth time, to w>n by a knockout in 
two rounds in the most spectacular 
prize fight in history. 
Firpo grew in business sagacity as 
he advanced in power. He manages 
his own affairs, combs the country 
in barnstorming flurries and his fin­ 
ancial bouts with Tex Rickard and 
other promoters have attracted al­ 
most as much attention as his fights 
in thfe ring. 
In the midst of negotiations for 
a return match with Dempsey, the 
“ Wild 
Bull” 
suddenly 
announced 
that he was through 
with 
prize 
fighting; but when Rickard offered 
more attractive 
inducements, 
he 
changed his decision. In his own 
country he has been regarded as 
a national hero because of the at­ 
tention he attracted to the South 
American continent. He is now im­ 
plicated with immigration authorities 
here in a legal battle which has a 
woman in the background. 
Firpo won 24 of his 32 battles by 
knockouts, and seven by decisions. 
His knockout by Dempsey was the 
only reverse of his professional ca­ 
reer. The coming bout with Wills is 
considered by the impatient “Wild 
Bull” as a mere preliminary to an­
